Your mailings of 2/27, 2/28, 3/3 received. 

I don't have much to add for the SS business. One item is CD 1014, on the 
Z film, which is no longer missing but still withheld. Also, you refer to the 
cover letter to CD 87 . We have this; what we need is the letter of l /6 referred 
to there. 

Enclosed is Rowley to Rankin, 5 / 12/64, re the Guidebook for Marines. I don’t 
have the referred-to report, SS 1492, which does not appear to be a CD. I do have 
what seems to be the reply to this letter, the letter to Bringuier of 5/15 or so, 
which you sent me H/lO/ 69 . The Rice memo mentioned in the enclosed letter may 
be SS 200, in CD 87 . 

Your 2/25 to GRS and me: JNS has some correspondence on missing pages from 
one of Ruby's (or associate's) notebooks, maybe the same one. I'll ask. 

Glad to see Shaw is not suing you. The risk to him of bringing up personal 
matters in the suit may * be offset a bit by the likelihood that JG would try 
to bring them up anyhow in the perjury case. If Shaw just wanted to recoup his 
financial loss he would be better off writing a book, which he may be doing. Or, 
Shaw may have an honest (and correct) opinion that Garrison’s case was a fraud. 

Good letter to Fisher. Distributed as requested. 

Heard all of your Dolan appearance. You both did a good job. 

I'll have the COUP appendix out in another week or so. 

Received the N.0, transcripts 3 /6 - remarkable fast - and in undamaged 
condition (but just barely - package starting to come apart.) I'll read, 

check listings, and make available to Gary &c. as soon as I can. 

Lifton advises that he got the Z (and West) transcript by writing to Garrison 
directly - unanswered for two months. He does not have Shaneyfelt but would like 
to raise money to get it directly from the reporter by selling copies of it and Z. 

Notes on my lastest Archives CD's enclosed. There are good items, including 
on Alba, which jl will write up soon. As we expected, the ad found in Dallas matches 
the Alba copy of the June American Rifleman. Also enclosed is a letter which the 
Archives couldn't find, but ii I got from the Defense Dept, practically by return 
mail. It would be nice if we got that sort of treatment from, say, FBI or SS.
